25TH CONFERENCE IN WARSAW 


The 25th Conference of FID, held in Warsaw from 
September 17 to 26, 1959, was attended by over 100 de- 
legates from 24 of FID’s 30 member countries and by 
representatives from Unesco, the Conseil International 
du Batiment (CIB), the International Organisation for 
Standardization (ISO), and the International Federa- 
tion of Library Associations (IFLA). 

The Conference was marked by a most friendly at- 
mosphere and spirit of cooperation which has rendered 
the meetings an enormous success. 

Bulgaria was accepted as National member of FID. It 
will be represented by the Centre for Scientific and 
Technical Information and Documentation of the Aca- 
demy of Sciences. 


Study committees 

The classification committee FID/C 3 ,,Social scien- 
ces” (Rapporteur: Prof. Dr. H. Arntz) met on Septem- 
ber 17 and 18. A procedure for the revision of class 3 has 
been found with unanimous consent. The use of a com- 
mon auxiliary. number for the ideological point of view 
Was recommended. Section 32 was already dealt with in 
More detail. The next meeting was fixed for December 
Tand 8, 1959, in Wiesbaden, Germany. 


Committee FID/CA ,,General theory of classification” 
(Rapporteur: Dr. S. R. Ranganathan) met on Septem- 
ber 19. The Rapporteur presented his ninth report, 
F(Comm) 59-48, entitled ,,Classification and Retrieval, 
problems of pursuit”. He remarked that present-day do- 
cuments contain far more facets (ten or more) than 
some 20 years ago (two to three). This led to careful 
study of the preferred sequence of facets. 

Mr. E. de Grolier, Co-rapporteur, gave a report on 
the findings of the International Conference on Machine 
Searching and Translation, held in‘Cleveland from Sep- 
tember 7 to 12, 1959. The two fields of machine trans- 
lation and information retrieval overlapped. Common 
methods should be searched for in the overlapping part; 
these pertain to the thesaurus method, minimum-syn- 
tax, and concept-formation. A common basis should be 
found for methods of retrieval by machines and those 
by classification and index. 

The need for a glossary of terms used in classification 
was underlined. 

A meeting of the Central Classification Committee 
(FID/CCC) could not find place owing to the absence 
of several members. The meeting is now scheduled for 
Wiesbaden on December 9 and 10, 1959. One of the most 
important items is the revision of the rules for the de- 
velopment of the UDC. A proposal for collecting private 
extensions will also be studied. 


Assemblée générale 


The General Assembly of effective members (at pre- 
sent 30 national members and the Conseil International 
du Batiment) met in combined sessions with the new 
, Conseil d’administration” succeeding the former Coun- 
cil of the Federation. 

The General Assembly met in 4 sessions before and 
after the plenary sessions of the ,,Assemblée consul- 
tative” (the former General Assembly). Besides there 
were preparatory meetings of the Bureau and the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means. 

The General Assembly was attended by delegates 
from 21 member countries and CIB, and observers from 
Unesco, ISO and IFLA. 


Elections 

The outgoing Vice-President for the Western Euro- 
pean area, Mr. Dan Fink, was succeeded by Mr. E. 
Ohman from Sweden. 

Mrs. L. de Queiroz Sambaquy was elected as second 
Vice-President for the American area. 

Dr. H. Ootuka was elected as second Vice-President 
for the Asian/ African area. 


General Secretariat 

Mr. F. Donker Duyvis, who has served the FID for so 
many years, had asked to be relieved from his office as 
Secretary General. Dr. N. A. J. Voorhoeve, who already 
acted as Director of the office since the beginning of 
1959, was appointed Secretary General ,,pro tem” per 
October 1, 1959, succeeding Mr. Donker Duyvis. 

It was moreover decided to appoint as soon as possible 
the permanent Secretary General and a scientific coun- 
cellor, and to increase the personnel of the secretariat. 
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Programme + 


Programme discussions were based on the President’s 
‘of a long-term policy”, F(Progr) 59-94, and 


lectures ‘at the plenary sessions of the Assemblée con- 
sultative. 


The Secretary General will prepare a revised pro- 


gramme document containing the recommendations of 
the Warsaw conference. National members were re- 
quested to send any further comments to the General 
Secretariat before the next Bureau meeting. The pro- 
gramme will be put into its final form at the Bureau 
meeting on December 12, 1959, and thereupon published 
in English, French, German and Russian and distributed 
widely to member countries and international organi- 
zations. 


Several provisional committees have been recommen- 


ded to study the scope of new committees which will 
succeed the former non-UDC committees. For each item 
rapporteurs have been nominated: 


Primary publication: Dr. Milton O. Lee 
Secondary publication: Dr. Burton W. Adkinson 


- Translation: Dr. A. W. J. Mayer 


Document reproduction: Mr. P. Poindron, Dr. W. 
Schiirmeyer and a member to be appointed by NI- 
DER. (It was recommended to merge FID/R with the 
Editorial Board for the Manual on document repro- 
duction and selection). 

Copyright: Dr. L. J. van der Wolk will be approached. 
(It was recommended to establish a committee jointly 
with IFLA.) 

Selection and retrieval: Dr. Burton W. Adkinson, 
Prof. Dr. E. Pietsch and an expert from the USSR. 
(It was recommended that the new committee should 
cooperate closely with existing groups, FID acting as 
clearing centre for information.) 

Comparative classification: Dr. S. R. Ranganathan 
was appointed Rapporteur with FID/CA’s secretariat 
in India. There will be co-rapporteurs in the United 
Kingdom (Classification Research Group in London) 
and France (Mr. E. de Grolier) acting as liaison of- 
ficers. 

Information services: Prof. Z. Majewski 

Training of documentalists and users of documenta- 
tion: Prof. Z. Majewski 

Standardization: Dr. N. A. J. Voorhoeve (Member 
countries were requested to promote the establish- 
ment of national standardization committees where 
these do no yet exist.) 

Documentation abstracting: to be dealt with by the 
expanded secretariat of FID. 

Information centre in FID: this also would be a task 
of the expanded FID secretariat. The possibilities of 
a UDC information service will be studied by the 
CCC. 

Less advanced areas: advice to be given to existing 
Technical Assistance organisations. 

Exchange of documentalists: to be encouraged by 
FID in cooperation with international organizations. 
Relations with other international organisations: 
Unesco showed increased interest in FID. Closer rela- 
tions with cooperating international organizations 
should be established. 

Non-proprietary names: it was reported that ISO 
standardizes names of pesticides and WHO of medical 
products. It was decided that FID should investigate 
its task in other fields in cooperation with interested 
organizations. 


National members were requested to study the possi- 


bilities of assuming the charge of a secretariat of a new 
committee. It was particularly stressed that the new 
committees should be more effective than the former 
ones. 
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Publications 
- Revue de la Documentation: it was recommended to 


start gradually with certain improvements. Special is- 
sues would be devoted to annual reports and procee. 
dings of conferences. National members were reques- 
ted to send a copy of their last annual report to the 
General Secretariat before March 1960; moreover, a 
3-page paper on outstanding events in the past year 
should be sent to the General Secretariat in time for 
the Rio de Janeiro conference in July 1960. 

Manual on document reproduction and selection: it 
was decided to start a critical survey before preparing 
a second edition of the Manual. An expert will be 
appointed shortly. 

Efficient use of reproduction apparatus: the manu- 
script has to be submitted to Unesco before the end 
of November this year. 

Directory of photocopying and microcopying services: 
a third edition will be prepared in 1960. 

Library and documentation periodicals: a second edi- 
tion will be prepared in 1960. 

Index Bibliographicus: Vol. I, Science and techno- 
logy, of the fourth edition is to appear at the end of 
this year, Vol. II, Social sciences, will be made ready 
in 1960. 

Bibliography of directories of information sources: 
the preliminary edition will appear early in 1960. 
Manual on modern documentation practice: the work 
under a Unesco contract should be completed in Sep- 
tember 1960. Dr. O. Frank would be approached as 
author, Mr. P. Poindron and Mr. M. Verhoef will act 
as advisory experts. 

Availability and value of scientific conference papers 
and proceedings: under Unesco contract to be com- 
pleted in November 1960. 

Building filing manual: the publication of the filing 
manual complementary to the UDC was approved as 
an FID publication. 


Finances 


It was agreed that the expanded programme would 


need additional funds for its implementation. These 
should basically come from member countries who to 
this end should try to realize combined efforts of do- 
cumentation centres and scientific information bodies. 


For most countries the multiplication factor would 


remain the same but the unit of contribution would be 
1000 instead of 300 Dutch guilders. It is expected that 
the bigger countries will increase their multiplication 
factor. It was understood that most countries would not 
be able to realize the increased contribution before 1961. 
It was hoped that countries who would be able to pay 
an inereased contribution already in 1960 would do so; 
this would permit FID to start its new programme al- 
ready in the coming year. National members were re- 
quested to inform the General Secretariat before De- 
cember 12 of any increase feasible in 1960. 


The Council moreover accepted the following recom- 


mendations from the Bureau and the Committee of 
Ways and Means: 


to approve the audited accounts for the year 1958 

to accept the interim accounts per June 30, 1959 

to discharge Mr. Donker Duyvis per October 1, 1959 
to accept the normal budget for 1961 as a preliminary 
item in the expanded budget for the same year. 

to double copyright dues for UDC editions 

to increase the price of the ,,.Extensions and Correc- 
tions to the UDC” from 25 to 35 Dutch guilders for 
copies printed both sides and from 30 to 40 guilders 
for copies printed one side only 

to increase the subscription price for P-Notes (for- 
merly PE-Notes) from 6,50 to 10 Dutch guilders. 
However, National members and secretariats of inter- 
national UDC panels will receive one free copy of 
each P-Note 





. to suspend the privileges of Associate members whose 
subcription is one year or more in arrear. 
- to raise the contributions of members as follows (in 
Dutch guilders): 
Associate members, individuals, from 25 to 50 
Associate members, organisations,from 50 to 100 
Specialist Group members, from 50 to 100 
(Note: former Specialist Group members, with 
the exception of the Conseil International du Ba- 
timent, will become International members under 
the new statutes) 
International members, non-governmental, from 25 to 
100 
International members, governmental, from 25 to 1000 
It was approved in principle that a country having 
transfer difficulties, would be allowed to use the sum 
exceeding its present contribution for a task to be exe- 
cuted in that country within an approved FID program- 
me. 


Next conferences 


The 26th Conference of FID will be held in Rio de Ja- 
neiro from July 23 to August 1, 1960. It was suggested 
to have a meeting of the Bureau and Study committees 
in The Hague in the week following the Rio Conference. 

An invitation from the United Kingdom to hold the 
1961 Conference in that country was in principle ac- 
cepted. 

It was reported that IFLA will meet in Sweden (Mal- 
m6 and Lund) in the second part of August 1960.

INFORMATIONS DIVERSES 


Terminology of information processing

Indexing of medical literature 


The American Medical Association and the U.S. Public 
Health Service’s National. Library of Medicine in Wash- 
ington announced in August this year that, beginning 
January 1, 1960, they will institute a new programme for 
the indexing of medical literature, which is estimated at 
220.000 articles annually. 

The American Medical Association will discontinue 
publication of its ,Quarterly Cumulative Index Medi- 
cus” which served as an invaluable aid since 1916. 

The ,,Current List of Medical Literature”, published 
by the National Library of Medicine, will be expanded 
in coverage to include currently published medical pe- 
riodicals not covered in the past by either the National 
Library of Medicine or the American Medical Associa- 
tion. Beginning with the issue of January 1960, it will 
appear in a revised format and will be renamed Index 
Medicus. 

The new Index Medicus will be published monthly by 
the National Library of Medicine and will be available 
on a subscription basis through the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington 
25, D.C. 

The American Medical Association will publish an- 
nual cumulated volumes of the new Index, which will be 
known as the Cumulated Index Medicus, beginning with 
the volume for the calendar year 1960.
